FOR the purpose of requiring a clerk of a circuit court to deny inspection of the book
and index containing the record of a person's military discharge papersin kept
by the clerk ef-eourt's-effice except for to certain persons or in accordance with a
subpoena or court order; limiting the provision by a clerk of court of a certified
copy of therecord of certain military discharge papers to certain personsor in
accordance with a subpoena or court order; defining a certain term; and
generally relating to military discharge papersrecorded and indexed by a clerk
of acircuit court.
